Leang Afa and the China Mission. 

The following circular letter is addressed by 
Messrs. Bridgman aud Morrison, of the China mis- 
' to pastors, and teachers, and all who ardently 


love the Lord Jssus, the Savior of the world. 

The increasing desire among Christians, to 
know the condition of the unevangelized and 
idolatrous nations, is one of the most pleasing 
signs of the limes. Those who enjoy the tnani- 
* fold blessings of the gospel,.are’ manifesting sm-h 
a degree of interest for. tile conversion of the 
whole world, as has not been witnessed sin 
days of the apostles. A voice of anxious.inquiry 
is heard in the churches, and thousands and ten: 
of thousands are begio»fng to do to others as the; 
would have others to do lo them. This greatly 
encourages the hearts of those who have goue 
among the Gentiles; mid at the same lime i' 
increases their obligations to lie faithful, both it 
preaching the gospel to the heathen, and in mak¬ 
ing known to their fellow Christians at liomd, the 
wants aud the woes of those among whom they 
labor. 

On the 4ih of September, 1839, just twenty-five 
years after his first arrival in China, Dr. Morrison 
wrote a circular letter to. the churches, briefly 
sketching the progress of the mission.up to that 
time, and its stnfe at that period. From that date 
until his death, August 1st, 1834, the mission 
enjoyed nn unexampled degree of success. A 
few changes hail occurred : Messes. Tracy, Wil¬ 
liams, Johnson, nnd Munson had conic to join the 
mission; Mr. A hod had been, obliged by ill health 
to leave it; and Mr. Miiusnu was cut off while 
preparing himself for his work. But the removal 
of the father and founder of the mission, madB a 
breach in our ranks which -cannot soon he re¬ 
paired. Our desire for his stay among us was 
increased, because we hud reason to anticipate 
that thi contemplated changes in the commercial 
and political relations between foreigners nnd the 
Chinee -, would—as has proved lo he the case- 
expose the mission to new difficulties. But in 
the midst of our trials and perplexities, nothing 
Iteyhnd what we ought to have expected has 
befallen os,Sir the little hand of native Christians 
who are around its. Some of them have been 
called to suffer persecution, atld cotripdlcd to flee 
from, their country. With deep interest,’ our 
Christian friends will p-rusa the following letter. 
It w.is written by our Christian brother on hoard 
ship, just before his departure for Singapore. 

Letter from Leang Afa. 

* Lcang Afa respectfully writes to all the pastors 
and teachers, and whoever elso ardently loves, 
anil reverently believes in, Jesus, the Savior of 
the world, wishing them happiness ami repose. 

‘Having obtained of our Lord niid Savior,the 
aid of the Holy Spirit, for several years 1 have . 
- been enabled to persevere in the promulgation of 
tiie gospel; and holding forth the principles of 
happiness, have urged my countrymen to cast 
avvuy their idols, and serve only if, 0 great Lord 
and Ruler, the Creator of all things. By the 
abundant grace of the Savior, the Holy Spjrit has 
been sent clown to renew the hearts of more than 
ten persons. These have all received the rights 
e of baptism ; ami Relieving in Jesus for the remis¬ 
sion of their sitisjjtserve the Lord God with on 
heart, and walk "according to the precepts of th 
gospel. Their names tire, Le She, Leang Atilt, 
Leaug Ac hi n, Leang Asnn, Leang Ataou, Le 
Asin, Chow Asan, Won Aclmng, Ashun, Al'uh, 
Lew Cbechang, and Keith Agang. 

‘For three or four years I have been constantly 
in the Imhit of circulating the Scripture Lessons, 
both in the city of Canton and in the neighboring 
villages; and every where many received the- 
joyfully, while those who would not werefe... 

- This year, the triennial examination of the literary 
candidates from all parts of the province was held 
in the provincial city—Canton ; mid it was mv 
desire quickly to. distribute the hooks among them 
a!'. Therefore, on the 20th August, with Woo 
Achang, Chow Asan, and Leang Asun, 1 com¬ 
menced ami distributed more than 1000 sets(5000 
volumes) of the Scripture Lessons, which were 
received with gladness by all the, students, nnd 
without the least disturbance. This rejoiced our 
hearts ; nnd the next day we distributed another 
thousand sets in the same maimer, and without 
any trouble. " 
hundred sets 


Wangae. Another of my kindred came secretly, 
and told tneall that had transpired. Immediately 
I took my wife and child, and fled to Chihkan, 
where I remained several days* 

‘ At length, my money was all expended ; there 
was no way to escape, and I dared not return to 
Canton, lest 1 should fall into the hands of the 
police officers. I thereupon directed my wife t< 
go to the city, and send a messenger, requestin' 
Mr. Bridgruiffl to assist me with money to pur¬ 
chase food, and if necessary, to enable me to flee 
to some other place. But, unexpectedly, he bad 
gone to Macao, and she was obliged to return 
without having obtained any assistance. I then 
returned with my family to Keangmuu ; and see¬ 
ing myseif utterly destitute of money, nnd there 
being no one of whom I could borrow, I earnest; 
prayed to God to grant ns his gracious assistance, 
and afford me protection in a visit to Mr. Bridg¬ 
man at Macao. Thanks to the protecting inerev 
of God, I reached Macao in safety. And when "l 
met Mr. Bridgman, the sorrows of my heart was 
so extreme, that I could not refrain from weeping 
bitterly ; hut lie, seeing ray sorrow, told me twit 
to grieve, because Agang and Mr. Morrison had 
sent men to the office of the chefoo, aud ascer¬ 
tained that for $8C0, all the persons that had been 
taken could be liberated, and the pursuit after 
myself and family be abandoned. This alleviated 
my grief, though Mr. Bridgman added that the 
arrangements were not yet settled, and that lie 
must wait for another letter from Canton. He 
gave me $24 to carry to my family, and directed 
me to come again immediately to Macao. 1 
thanked him,-and went home directly.; but when 
I told my wife that die difficulty was settled, she 
could hardly credit my words, ai;d remained half 
believing aiid half doubting. 1 then gave her the 
money, and the same day J returned to Macao. 
After wailing two days at Mr. Bridgman's house, 
he received Mr. Morrison’? letter, informing -him 
that it was finally agreed that all the prisoners, 
should lie lilierated for $800, lnrt that tile fooguen -‘ 
(the lieutenant governor of fee-pto’vinye) insisted 
on my being apprehended. As.soon as Mi 
Bridgman learned these particulars, he took m 
and my son Atik in a fast-boat to Captain Parry’- 
ship n’t Lintin; who, when he had lieard of our 
calamities, most gladly and kindly entertained 
in his ship. • * 

‘Thus situated, I-.Called to mind that all those 
who preach "the gospel of om- Lord ami Savior," 
must suffer persecution. I therefore meditated 
on Rom. yiii. 31—39; on Jiilnes v, 14; and 1 
Peter v. 10. And though I cannot equal‘the 
patience of our Savior, or of Paul, or-Job, ini 
enduring -suffering, yet I desire' to imitate die] 
ancient saints, nnd to keep my heart in peace. 
And though I suffer Severe. iiersceutioii,'iiry heart 
finds some rest and joy, and my only fear now is; 
lest the Chinese officers’.^liould iiijiire my wife 
and daughter, 1 therefore, morning and evening, 
beseech God,mercifully to protect them fund 1 
also beg the pastors and teachers, aiid all whir 
ardently love the Lut'd and Savior, to pity and 


have been renewed in their hearts by the Holy 
Spirit; witn others we have not had the pleasure 
of a personal acquaintance; nor do we suppose, 
from what we have learned concerning them, that 
they have all been born of God. All of them, 
however, excepting the children of Afa, who were 
baptized when very young, have come forward of 
tiii-ir own accord, and by. baptism declared them ■ 
selves'to be the disciples of Jesus. But God alone 
Jvoowefb their hearts.

You w'dl see from- this statement that 
the inode of ordination among the French Protes- 
tants isa little different from wlmt it is arooiig.us. 

It was truly delightful to see French anti Amer¬ 
ican ministers engaged in this service. About an 
equal number of each Were present. The Amer¬ 
ican -ministers present were the Rev. Drs. McAu- 
fey,-Spring, and Codman, and the Rev. Messrs. 
Paxton, Blodget, M inos and Baird. There never 
were as titauy American preachers here at one¬ 
time before; and it is probable that there will not 
lie as niany again for a lotjg time. In less than 
month, ali will depart excepting one!’ 

The Paris Society for “Evangelical Missions” 
has now six missionaries and two assistants In 
South Africa. This new reinforcement will in¬ 
crease the number to seven missionaries and two 
assistants. Three of the missionaries arc married. 

By the way, 1 would just remark that the Rev. 
Mr. Gobaf, the indefatigable missionary of Abys¬ 
sinia, lias just published here an account of.his la- 
bors-in that interesting field. I think that wc 
promise the American public a translation 
short time. It shall be commenced forthwith, 
may-fee ready in a few weeks. It is a book foil 
of interesting facts.—JVC Y. Obs.

Mr. Holley and myseirrodeJtotne with Mr. F. 
a Cherokee and a licentiate, under the care of 
Union Presbytery. Mr. F. is quite intelligent, and, 
appears to be devoted to his work.' His house ex¬ 
hibited the appearance of neatnes^ and. order, and 
contained among other things a small but valuable 
library. His choice in the selection of books does, 
honor to his judgment and his heart. His ladv. 
also a Cherokee, educated ’at one of the' missio'n 
schools, with all her native modesty, is an interest¬ 
ing and intelligent woman; Her simplicity of 
™ —er, her nearness, her sense of propriety,'and 
than at!, her unpretending piety might well 
1 the bhmh many who perhajts look down’ 
with contempt upon the pool Indian. Her table 
Was well furnished'with such provision as the 
rountry affords, served tip in the best manner, and 
that not by Ihe hands of a slave but with her oum 
hands. I have hot made these remarks to flatter 
persons concerned. Their eyes will probably 
er meet these fines and should they, they will 
be flattered bv them. In many other Chero¬ 
kee families: the,good effects of missionary labors 
nay bo seen as conspicuously as in this.- Let any
